France. AVhen the pure metal is heat- 
ed In a vacuum, 9T per cent of It 13 
slowly volatilized In 73 hoars at about 
1.100 
degrees Centigrade; and the' 


•whole Is volatilized In 30 fionrs at 
1^00 degrees centigrade, A small por- 
tion always proves less volatile than 
the rest. Quite often a kind of frac- 
tional distillation yields an aluminum 
residue that has increased affinity for 
oxygen, and within a month this is 
completely changed into a bulky gray- 
ish-white rabcmre of alumina and 
aluminum. One suggestion Is that Im- 
purities of Iron or silicon impart this 
peculiarity. But analysis shows only 
four per cent of Iron and five per cent 
of silicon, and the form of metal so 
readily oxidized proves, therefore, to 
be par«r tnan the aluminum used for' 
kitchen ntensils and virions other pur- 
poses with no tendency to become oxi- 
dized. It is concluded that the easily 
oxidized metal Is aa^allotroplc form 
of aluminum.
